1997 Greenbelt Crime Up, 
But Arrests Are Up More

Major crimes in Greenbelt in- 
creased in 1997, reversing a 
three-year downward trend, and 
contradicting lowered crime rates 
expected for both the county and 
the state. While criminal! of- 
fenses in Greenbelt set a new to- 
tal high, the increase 1s due in 
part to state law requiring police 
to arrest persons suspected of 
spousal abuse. According to Po- 
lice Chief James R. Craze, do- 
mestic abuse charges accounted 
for 112 added assault arrests. 
Taking into consideration this 
change in recording crime, the 
actual increase in the same of- 
fenses over those recorded tin 
previous years was less signifi- 
cant, being greater in total than 
the number of offenses in 1996, 
but less than the number in the 
years 1995 and 1994. 

Although crime increased, po- 
lice arrests increased even more 
so. While some of this may be 
due to the required arresting of 
persons involved in spousal 


abuse, the increase for other 


kinds of arrest is still very sig- 
nificant. Chief Craze attributes 
this to.a change to a “No Toler- 
ance” policy in the police depart- 
ment.

The city expects to take a 
small step toward establishing its 
own planning and zoning author- 
ity. Taking advantage of state 
legislation enacted in the last ses- 
sion with the support of 
Greenbelt and other communities, 
the city council, at a worksession 
held on February 2, directed its 
planning staff to prepare an ordi- 
nance for the city to hear and 
grant requests for variances to 
and departures from various 
county zoning regulations. Ac- 
cording to Director of Planning 
and Community Development 
Celia Craze, the enabling ordi- 
nance is expected to be presented 
to council for introduction in 
March. Concurrently, County 
Councilmember Audrey Scott is 
planning to introduce legislation 
at the county level to permit 
Greenbelt to approve variances 
and departures. Approval of 
both the city and county legisla- 
tion is required before the city 
can exercise this authority. The 
city expects that both laws will 
be passed in time for the city to 
assume this authority on July 1. 

Authority Limited 

The city’s powers will be the 
zoning authority which the state 
legislature permits Prince 
George’s cities to assume, subject 
to county approval, very limited 
in scope. Presently this authority 


-rests with the District Council 


(the name for the county council 
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New York City, where a similar 
policy has resulted in significant 
decreases in crime over the last 
three to five years. “By design, 
we are making a lot of misde- 
meanor arrests hoping that that 
will deter more severe crime from 
occurring down the road,” Craze 
said. 


Significant decreases in two 
crime categories gave the 
Greenbelt Police some encourage- 
ment. Robberies dropped 27% to 
64, reversing the significant jump 
that occurred in 1996. Auto 
thefts, a continuing problem in a 
city filled with large parking lots, 
dropped 22% to 199, a five-year 


Chief Craze attributes this to a change to a “No 
Tolerance” policy in the police department. 


Assaults had the largest in- 
crease over 1996 among the 
crime categories. The 258 re- 
corded offenses were 101% 
above the number of incidents in 
1996. Without the change relat- 
ing to domestic abuse, this cat- 
egory of crimes would have only 
increased by 14%, according to 
Craze. The number of rapes in 
1997 increased by four over the 
seven recorded in 1996, an in- 
crease of 57%. Burglaries and 
breaking and enterings increased 
by 50% to 221 and thefts other 
than auto increased by 6%. The 
number of murders remained the 
same, two for each of the last 
three years. 


when it acts on zoning matters), 
the Prince George’s Planning 
Board and the County Board of 
Appeals. The variances that the 


city may grant relate to lot sizes, . 


building setback lines, etc. The 
variances may be granted only if 
certain criteria are met, such as 
an exceptional narrowness or 
shallowness to the lot, unusual 
topography, or peculiar or practi- 
cal difficulties that will create a 
hardship to the property owner. 
Further, variances must not 1m- 
pair the intent of the adopted 
master plan of the county coun- 
cil. 

Similarly, departures from 
standards for parking and loading, 
sign design, design, and landscap- 
ing must assure that the purposes 
of the zoning ordinance are 
equally served by the proposal. 
In addition, the proposal must be 
the minimum necessary to allevi- 
ate conditions peculiar to the site, 
may not impair appearance, func- 
tion, Or environmental quality of 
the neighborhood, and be the 
only feasible alternative. 

Role of Boards 

Upon assuming these added 
powers, it is expected that there 
will be added roles for the city’s 
seven-member Advisory Planning 
Board and three-member Board 
of Appeals. The Planning Board 
will conduct hearings on depar- 
tures from zoning regulations. 
While the board’s decisions are 
advisory, they are apt to be 


low. 
Area Crimes 

Except for assaults, which 
now includes domestic abuse, 
crime in the residential sections 
of the city remained about the 
same in 1997 as it was in 1996, 
with a 17% decrease reported in 
the center section of the city. 
There, decreases in robberies (1 | 
vs. 17), burglaries (57 vs. 62), 
thefts other than auto (164 vs. 
240) and auto theft (39 vs. 49) 
more than offset increases in as- 
saults (52 vs. 23) and rape (3 vs. 
1). Some of this decrease is due 
to a change in the areas of two 
of the various police sectors,

Greenbelt Expects to Take Over 
Greater Zoning Power in July 


adopted by the city council on its 
consent agenda unless a property 
owner appeals to the council or a 
member of council takes the 
matter off the consent agenda for 
council discussion. 

Presently the planning board, 
which generally meets at least 
once a month, reviews planning 
and zoning proposals that are be- 
ing considered or are going to be 
considered by the Prince 
George's Planning Board and the 
District Council.

Recommendations of Focus 
Group Now in Process

The expectation that the Prince 
George’s County Council would 
approve the resolution on Febru- 
ary 17 initiating a Sector Plan/ 
Sectional Map Amendment 
(SMA) for development of the 
Greenbelt Metro Station Area did 
not happen. Since the item had 
been placed on the County 
Council’s Consent Agenda, the 
resolution had been automatically 
introduced and referred for review 
to the Planning, Zoning and Eco- 
nomic Development (PZED) 
Committee - the usual procedure 
for new legislation, 
could have removed the item 
from the consent agenda, waived 
the rules and introduced and ap- 
proved the resolution. However, 
after some discussion they chose 
not to, 

Councilmember Audrey Scott, 
who represents Greenbelt and

Bowie, told the News Review that 


she “voiced strong objection to 
removing the resolution from the 
consent agenda.” Instead, she en- 
couraged councilmembers to 


“stick to their typical procedure” 


to avoid any future challenge. 
(The Section Plan/SMA planning 
tool had been recommended by 
the Greenbelt Metro Area Study 
Focus group.) 

Provided the PZED Committee 
reviews the resolution at its Feb- 
ruary 25 meeting, the item will 
be placed on the agenda for ap- 
proval at the County Council’s 
meeting on March 3 at 1:30 p.m.

-We are nearing the end of 
five months of once-a-week 
refuse and recycling collection 
by the city. It is time for a 
brief assessment. City figures 
show slight decreases in tons 
collected during the first four 
months of once-a-week collec- 
tion, compared with the same 
period last year. There was a 
15% decrease in refuse collec- 
tion per customer, which was 
expected because of the in- 
creased efficiency and emphasis 
of recycling collection. What 
was not anticipated was a slight 
drop in recycling collection: 5% 
less mixed paper, and 26% less 
commingled glass, cans, and 
We expected an in- 
crease in recycling collection 
coupled with a decrease in 
refuse collection. At the same 
time, there was a 21% decrease 
in yard debris collected. We 
don’t know if this means that 
everyone is using less of every- 
thing, or letting it pile up. 

Residents may also pay for a 
second pickup per week. So 
far, this has been subscribed to 
by only eight customers. Re- 
member, if you have more 
refuse than a garbage can will 
hold, you may simply get an- 
other can, which the city will 
empty. 

From the standpoint of the 
committee, the once-a-week 
collection has been successfully 
initiated.

issue with the recommendation. 

Presently the Board of Ap- 
peals hears appeals from en- 
forcement actions taken by the 
city on violations of the city’s 
housing and code enforcement 
ordinances. On these matters 
the decisions of the board are 
final. For thts work, each 
boardmember receives $100 
compensation a month. Ac- 
cording to Wilson, there have 
been four appeals to the board 
since it was. established in 
1994. A person filing an ap- 
peal has to pay a $20 fee to the 
city. 

At present, the members of 
the Advisory Planning Board, 
like most other city boards and 
committees, do not receive 
compensation. Wilson said that 
city councilmembers considered 
the possiblity of providing com- 
pensation to that board at the 
February 2 worksession on ex- 
panding the city zoning author- 
ity and directed staff to con- 
sider the matter. Wilson noted 
that unlike the Board of Ap- 
peals, the Planning Board ac- 
tions are, and will continue to 
be, only advisory. 

Appeals of Decisions 

If a property owner is un- 
happy with the recommendation 
of the board conducting the 
hearing, the owner may file an 
exception with the city council 
within fifteen days after receiv- 
ing notice of the board’s recom- 
mendation. That results in the 
council holding a second hear- 
ing to hear oral arguments on 
the matter, after which the 
council may accept, deny or 
modify the recommendation or 
return the matter to the board 
for another hearing. 

Also council may, on its 
own, request an oral argument 
if the decision of the board was 
not unanimous or the criteria 
for granting the variance or de- 
parture were not met. | 

Decisions of the city council 
will not necessarily be final. 
They are subject to appeal by

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The Old Curmudgeon

When violence in the movies 
is transformed into violence at 
the movies — like the recent 
murder of a young man in or- 
der to get his jacket — we 
have to deplore how little value 
is placed on a human life. 

Another view of the question 
is the case of the young woman 
recently executed for a murder 
she committed many years ago. 
She had “found God” while in 
jail, she said, and her rehabili- 
tation was considered accom- 
plished by many well-known 
figures, including the Pope. 
But all her appeals were denied 
and she was put to death. 

It is not my intention to start 
a debate on this matter — only 
to raise the issue of how human 
life has become cheap and ex- 
pendable. Somewhere in the 
processes of society, the idea of 
life as a precious commodity 
has been diminished. There is 
a lack of reverence for life. 

I remember an incident many 
years ago that relates to this 
concern, Sitting in the local 
synagogue with a friend of 
mine, Izzie Reuben, one late 
summer afternoon, we were be- 
ing annoyed by a fly. After 
waving it away, Reuben swept 
his hand across his knee, and 
caught the fly. He cupped both 
hands around it and, after a 
minute or so, got up and 
walked to the rear of the syna- 
gogue. When he returned, | 
asked him where he went. [ 
learned that he had gone out- 
side and released the fly! 

If the whole world shared 
that feeling about the sacred- 
ness of life, how many mur- 
ders, executions and wars could 
happen?

with crime in Capital Office Park 
now being reported in Sector 2 
along with crimes in Springhill 
Lake instead of in Sector 1, cen- 
tral Greenbelt. 

While Sector 2 showed a 22% 
increase in crimes, the addition of 
Capital Office Park to the sector 
and the changes in the reporting 
of assaults are responsible for 
most of the change. Three de- 
creases were reported in the num- 
ber of murders (from 2 to 1), 
robberies (from 32 to 31), and 
auto thefts (from 100 to 75). In- 
creases occurred in assaults (116 
vs. 60), burglaries and breaking 
and enterings (88 vs. 54) and 
thefts other than auto (235 vs. 
199). The number of rapes (5) 
remained unchanged between 
1996 and 1997. 

Greenbelt East had a 15% 
overall increase in crime, half of 
which was due to the change in 
reporting assaults. Decreases in 
crime from 1996 to 1997 oc- 
curred in rapes (from | to 9), 
robberies (from 27 to 16), and 
auto thefts (from 79 to 61). 
There was one murder in 1997 
compared to none the previous 
year, 51 assaults vs. 31, 63 bur- 
glaries vs. 29 and 264 thefts from 
other than auto vs.229. 

Beltway Plaza 

The Beltway Plaza had the 
most significant increase (35%) 
of any police sector in crime for 
1997. However, 82% of all 
crimes reported there are theft of 
property including shoplifting. 
These crimes increased by 31% 
to 396 reported. Robberies de- 
creased from 11 to 6 and auto 
thefts from 27 to 23 in 1997, 
There were no murders in either 
year. The shopping center had 
three rapes during the year as 
compared to none the previous 
year, 39 assaults vs. 11 and 13 
burglaries vs. two in 1996. 

Virtually no crime was re- 
ported to the Greenbelt Police at 
the Greenbelt Metro Station in 
1997 with only two thefts other 
than auto and one auto theft be- 
ing reported. According to the 





Washington Area Transit Author- 
ity, seven auto thefts were re- 
ported in the first 11 months of 
1997, a relatively low number 
compared to reported statistics for 
other stations, despite the large 
number of parking spaces at the 
station, the terminus of the Green 
Line. In 1996, three assaults, 30 
thefts other than auto and 4 auto 
thefts had been reported. 
Arrests 

Both adult and juvenile arrest 
figures for 1997 represented 
record highs for the police de- 
partment. Adult arrests were up 
46%, from 779 to 1,138. Juve- 
nile arrests were up 35%,. from 
389 to 526. The department ts- 
sued 3,568 traffic summonses, an 
increase of 15%. Parking 
scofflaws had a better chance, or 
otherwise were better in comply- 
ing with regulations in 1997, as 
the 2,667 tickets issued in 1997 
totalled 18% less than in 1996. 

Accidents 

For the first time in more than 
five years, Greenbelt suffered no 
traffic fatalities on roads served 
by the Greenbelt Police. The 
number of traffic accidents also 
dropped to a five year low, a de- 
crease of 11% over 1997. Of the 
1,061 accidents, 148 involved in- 
juries. 

Other Data 

The department placed greater 
emphasis on foot patrolling dur- 
ing the year. The 4,944 hours of 
foot patrol represented a 37% in- 
crease over 1996. Call-outs of a 
K-9 unit were about the same, 
467 in 1997, an increase of four 
calls. 

Police calls for service 
(25,664) represented a 19% in- 
crease over 1996. For the past 
two years, statistics in this cat- 
egory have included both calls 
for service to which officers re- 
spond and all calls received by 
the police dispatchers. These re- 
quests for service led to the offic- 
ers filing 12,054 reports, an in- 
crease Of 30% in one year.
